PERSECUTED PIUNCESSES. 



How the Populace Crowd Upon 
. the Heels of the Hoyul 
Family. 

• I alluded recently, writes La- 
bouchere, to tho crack-brained fol'y of 
the Exeter Town Council in rusbing 
forward with proposal to present one 
of the umml puddling adresses to the 
■Princess of Wales as she passed 
through that city on her way to Tor- 
quay. JRoyalists would always be glad 
to diap?t!S8 with these frssy manifesta- 
tions, except when travelling officially; 
And the zeal of the Exeter addleheads 
was singularly ill-timed, considering 
that the Princess was going to Tor- 
quay on a purely private visit, and 
•was, besides, known to be far freni 
■well. I remarked that it was no won- 
der that our royalists were apparently 
averse to-travelling about their own 
pountry, considering how they°are wor- 
ried on all occasions. The experiences 
of tbe c young Princesses of Wales at 
Torquay are not calculated io induce 
them to visit other "home" watering- 
places. They innocently thought that 
they could walk about without attract- 
ing any special attention, as they have 
done when staying at- Wieshad^n and 
Gmunden; but they were grievously 
mistaken, The/ were so mobbed the 
first day they walked out that they 
were obliged to take refuge in a cab< 
The next day they went out again, and 
entered a shop to buy some view* of 
the place; they had been observed, and 
in 5 minutes there was a large crowd 
outside, and it was actually necessary 
for, the princesses to leave the shop by 
a bauk door which opened into anotbfr 
street. It is no exaggeration to state 
that they have been literally chased ofi' 
the streets of Torquay by thin intolera- 
ble and disgraceful mobbing; and the 
persons moat conspicuous on all these 
occasions have been quite well dressed. 
A flock of iudie^Ci) made it a practice 
to wait outside the gates of the Suther- 
land Tower grounds every morning 
during the Erst ten dayc that the roy- 
alists were at Torquay, i.r, order that 
they might not only see them but fol- 
low them; and this became such a 
nuisance that the princesses have lat- 
terly left the place by small gate on 
the qt^er sicje, thus eluding tha eager 
ouqbs who, annoy them so persistently.

Ah Incendlmry Speech that 

Should Land him in Prison. 



" New York, April 24.— Herr Most's 
address to the anarchists and socialists 
last night may land him in prison be- 
fore the day is over. He said: "I. can 
furnish you with 10,000 fine, breech- 
loaders, with bayonets, at $10 apiece. 
You waste your money buying gold 
watches and jewelry. Better buy mus- 
kets, revolvers and cartridges. When 
you have enough shooting irons, then 
rise and take what belongs to us. Carry 
clubs also. We have not got artillery 
as yet, but we will have it in time. 
The constitution gives us a right to 
have cannon also. As for bombs, you 
need not wait until you have foun- 
dries to make thorn. ;You can make 
bombs out of glass tubes and iron pipe, 
which you can load with dynamite and 
gunpowder. Fasten on caps at both 
ends, and when you see any of the 
rascals throw thorn under thoir feet 
and kill them. Let your women use 
bombs also, and learn how to use pe- 
troleum. Petroleum is cheap, and burns 
ftell. Per.roleum bombs con be thrown 
twenty feet. Then when we are all 
armed we can riso at a given moment 
and take possession of all the armories 
and arsenals in the city. In one year 
10,000 men could be armed. Then we 
would srii/.e tho capitalists by the 
throat. We will take all the meat, 
wine, vegetables and champagne for 
ourselves. We will not help out any 
foolish trades union strikers; we want 
all. We will make war upon all capit- 
alists and tha state and church, for 
they are all our enemies." -

SPIlXAfYE'S DEVICE. 

To Telephone Between Moving 
Trains uud Railway Stations. 

Chicago, April 15. — Cornelius Spil- 
lane, an engineer, has invented a de- 
vice for telephoning between moving 
trains and railway stations. The inven- 
tion is to all appearances an extremely 
simple atlaii, consisting 1 of a cirouit 
wire resting on an insulated slab be- 
tween the railway tracks; ou this wire 
rests a circuit rod made of a strip of 
metal having attached to it a movable 
metal roller, making a contiiuio-js con- 
nection to all stations rind all trainc on 
the lino. 

The returned circuit is gained by 
means of the rail, wheel and axle, and 
up' through the frame work of the en- 
gineer's cab to the telephone. 

A wire runa through the train con- 
necting all the cars, so that conversa- 
tion can be kept up from all parts of 
tho train to all statioim on tfea road, 
and between uii otner trains on the 
lino. 

Mr. Spillane thinks tho adoption of 
his device would render needless the 
employment of telegraph operators at 
railway stations, and would afford di- 
rect means of communication between 
any one train and all other points, so 
that in the event of an accident the in- 
telligence would bo promptly commu- 
nicated und relief summoned. It would 
also, he says, prove a check on train 
robbers. 



THE ITIOftTKEAJL. FLOODS. 

The 'ice Breaking; Up— Travel 
Impeded. 

Montreal, April 20. — Tho ice has 
begun to break up, and already there 
is a wide channel, through which the 
water is rushing. Inshore, however, 
the ice still remains solid. The water is 
rapidly subsiding. The outlook is bad, 
as at Lake St. Peter the ice is breaking 
up and a general shove is expected in 
a day or two. To day trains on the. 
Grand Trunk Railroad were a,blo to 
come in as far as Chatham atreetjand 
it is expected thi\t by to-morrow night 
they may reach the depot. On the 
south, side of the river, owing to the 
fact that the ice has not shoved over 
the banks the loss will be comparative- 
ly light. Ohurch edifices in flooded dis- 
tricts have sud'ered severely. It is re- 
ported this evening that two men have 
been drowned on Qhabbarll^ square.

TUE ELECTORAL DISTRICTS OF 

VANCOUVER ISLAND. 


In the house the other duy, JJr. linker, 
H. P., briefly hut lucidly explained the pre- 
dicament which is likely to occur in his 
constituency next session in tho event of 
the hill he was then introducing to amoud 
the act to readjust tha representation in the 
house of commons (ii5 Vie, chap. II!) as 
affecting tho electoral district* of Vancouver 
Island were not passed. In addressing Ike 
houso he said: "When tho act was passed 
in 1872, certain provisions were made for 
the election of members to represout the 
province of British Columbia in' this houso. 
Sections 4 and ;'> road ns follows: 

"Tho electoral district of Victoria shall 
consist of those portions of Vancouver 
Island known as 'Victoria district,' 'Esqui- 
mau district,' and 'Metchosin district,' as 
defined in the official maps of those dis- 
tricts which are in the land office, Victoria, 
and are designated respectively, 'Victoria 
district official map, 1858, 1 'Esquimau offi- 
cial map, 1858,'. and 'Metcltosin official 
ma^, A. D. 1S58;' and shall return two 
members. 

"Tho olcctoral district of Vancouver shall 
consist of all the remainder of Vancouver 
Island, and all such islands adjacent there- 
to, as were formerly dependencies of the 
late colony of Vancouver Island, and shall 
return one member." 

"Until very recently there was great doubt 
as to whether tho islands off-lying tho dis- 
trict of Victoria, which I have the honor to 
represent, belonged to my district or the 
district of Vancouver. The islands are 
right off the coast line of the electoral dis- 
trict of Victoria, and at the next election 
there are persons there who will have to 
cast their votes lor (» member to ropresont 
them in the house of commons. Unless 
those islands are placed where they rightly 
belong, in tho district of Victoria, those 
persons will be compelled to go to tho elec- 
toral district of Vancouver to cast their 
votes, according to the recent decision of 
the department of justice. There are two 
islands, ouo in the mouth of the harbor of 
Victoria, and another in the mouth of the 
harbor of Esrpaimalt, upon which there are 
lighthouses, and there are pet sous living 
there. Previously there was no reason for 
bringing this matter under public notice, 
but now that these islands are inhabited, 
and are likely to be more thioltly populated, 
the timo has arrived when the ambiguity 
whioh exists in my own mind and in the 
minds of the people ifca?«*. iwd especially in 
the minds of tho revising officers, should be 
set at rest. They should know whether 
they belong to the electoral district of Vic- 
toria or to Vancouver." No objection was 
raised, and the bill was read tho lirst time. 



CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 

The secretary of state has introduced 
the measure promised in the speech from 
the throne to amend the act to restrict 
and regulate Uninest) immigration into 
Canada. We cannot do better than give 
tho ipsissirna verba of his Bpeech. Mr. 
Ohapleau aaid: "It is almost a repetition 
of tjio act of last year with very few ad- 
ditions, especially in framing the bill, ao 
as to render the working of it more prac- 
ticable. The few additions or alterations 
may be thus auinmarized: The adminis- 
tration of the act is put into the hands of 
tho department of customs, for tho rea- 
son that in almost every seaport or port of 
entry the officers of customs will neces- 
sarily be the controllers of Chinese immi- 
gration. The second feature of the al- 
terations is an organized syetem of regis- 
tration, llegistration was provided for 
last year, but it was rather left to the 
good-will of the residing Chinese, at the 
time of tho passing of the act, to register 
or not as they pleased; and therefore 
Chinese residing in Canada, not registered 
as such, might have lost thoir privilege 
of claiming they were residents, through 
not having their certificate of registration 
By this bill, tho registration is mado oom- 
pulsory, and not only citizens but all 
children, births, deaths, and oven de- 
partures from the country, must be regis- 
tered, so as to enable tho department to 
have always statistics of tho number in 
the Dominion. Besides that, there is 
slso a little addition aseiuillnuiig the con- 
ductors of trains in which Chinese immi- 
grants might pass through Cunada or 
might travel in Canada to the master* of 
vessels who were specially pointed to in 
tho legislation of last year. It is a repe- 
tition of tho act of last year with these 
few alterations." 

INDIAN SUPPLIES. 

Thero was a spirited debate the other 
night in the commons on the Indian ques- 
tion. Cameron, of Huron, oponod lire 
on a motion to go into committee of sup- 
ply, and spoke vigorously for a couple of 
hourB on the iniquity of the Indian 
officials in tho Northwest. Sir Lsngevin, 
in defending the government, admitted 
that there might have been abuses in the 
Northwest, and even that Indians might 
have starved, but ho claimed that these 
were mere accidents, and that whenever 
the government were made aware of any 
shortcomings they were promptly remed- 
ied. Patorson, of Brant, threw somo life 
into the debate by i'oadincr from the re- 
port of a government inspector to the 
effect that the flour supplied to the 
Bloods, Piegans and Sarcen was utterly 
unfit for human food, and that it had 
been tho cause of disease, and oven 
death, among these tribes. On being 
asked who had suopl'-ed tho flour, he re- 
plied, "I. G. Baker it Co.," whereupon 
Gault, of Montreal, sprang to his feet, 
and in a voice quivering with indignation 
called out, "That is tho last contract they 
will get from this parliament." Pateraon 
said it was only fair to Haker & Co. to in- 
dicate their defence, which was, that tho 
flour had beeu supplied by Ogilvio Bros., 
of Winnipeg, while the latter said the 
government , storehouses .were defective 
Be that as it' may, when the investigation 
whioh the government ordered was con- 
cluded I. G. Baker & Co. wero docked 
$2,600 on their contract price of $7,000, 
A few more exposures of this kind will 
certainly lead to a complete overhauling 
of the awardi'-B of Indian supplies. 

"The Accident to Chas. Crocker. 

Crookor was driving very fast, and it it 
supposed that in attempting to croBs the 
High street car traok at this point one of 
the wheels was Hwervod suddenly, throw- 
ing him off his balance and jerking the 
reins out of his hands. At any rate, 
though fhe wagon did not upset, Crocker 
was seen v t sway suddenly to the right 
and fall out of the vehicle to the ground. 
The horses, ifa from restraint, dashed 
down the avenue, but in o oouple of 
block* were stopped by running against a 



horse car. The horses were secured, but 
the wagon wa3 badly shattered by the 
collision with the car. Crocker, received 
Bevere contusions of the head, hands and 
right sido, and, of course, suffered from 
the shock. A hypodermic ii.jection of 
morphine was administered, and tho pa- 
tient removed at once. He recovered 
consciousness en the way to the hospital. 
On the next day it was found that his 
bruises were extensivo and serious, but 
no bones were broken, and the physicians 
are confident that ho will make a spoody 
recovery. They are keeping him at 
present considerably under the inHuoncO 
of morphine to savo him frfim pain. 
Crocker does not talk much, hut his mind 
is clear. Ho still remains at the hospital, 
the physicians thinking it best not to re- 
move him tohis home till the tirst sore- 
ness of his bruises is over.

If the national policy is tn ho consistent 
it should not prejudice an industry, but on 
the contrary aid it ill overy possible way. 
In the government tariff resolutions there 
appeared a clause imposing a duty of ten 
cents per pound on oleomargarine, but- 
terine and other substitutes for butter 
imported into tho country, and an excise 
duty of eight cents per pound on this 
stuff manufactured in the Dominion. In 
the discussion which took place on the 
question, many prominent government 
supporters took part, and they strongly 
urged tho ministry to prohibit tin; article 
altogether, owing to tho fact that it was 
injuring both the reputation of Canadian 
butter and its sale. Mr. Jackson, grit 
member for South Norfolk, gave himself 
away terribly during the debate. lie 
thought oleomargarine was even better 
than butter, and advocated a low duty. 
He had bought tons of it in Chicago for 
the uarj of his men in his Michigan lum- 
ber camp, and they preferred it to "out- 
tor. This was the burden of his remarks 
and probably tho farmers of his constit- 
uency will tell him something about it at 
the next election, Tho upshot of tho 
whole thing is that the government has 
decided to prohibit tho importation, and 
probably will go so far as to prohibit the 
manufacture.

Ho once more contrived to rub 
into tho cars of Ottawa people the evils 
of Chinese i emigration, and before sit- 
ting down put in a good word for our 
province a* a field for immigration. 



THE DOMINION LJlWDS. 

New Regulations in lteferericc 
to the Kail way Kelt. 

The following addition to tho regulations 
for the Rurvey, adminstrution uud disposal 
of the Dominion lands within the railway 
belt in this province have been adopted : 
Tho lands shall be laid off, aa far us prac- 
ticable, in quadrilateral townships, eaoh 
containing 36 sections of as nearly one 
mile square ns the convergence of meridians 
permits, together with an allowance of 
twelve acres in each section for road pur- 
poses; tho sections shall bo bounded aafl 
numbered as shown by the following 
diagram :

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The liaes bounding townships on" tl 
and west shall he meridians, and those on 
the north and south shall bo chords to par- 
allels of latitude; each sections shall be 
divided iuto quarter sections of 1C0 aores, 
more or less, with an allowance fur roads of 
three acres each; in the survey of a town- 
ship, tho deficiency or surplus resulting 
convergence of meridians shall be divided 
equally between all tho quartor sections in- 
volved, and tho north and south en or in 
closing on tho correction lines from the 
north or south shall be allowed in tho 
rauges of the quarter sections adjoining, and 
north or south respectively of the said cor- 
rection lines; the dimensions and area of 
irregular quarter sections snaK, in all ensos, 
be returned by the surveyor at thoir actual 
measurements and contents; to facilitate 
tho description for letters patent of less 
than a quarter section, every section H>,all 
bo supposed to he divided into quarter sec- 
tions, or forty and three-quarters acres; the 
survey may be ordered of public highways, 
and for that purpose private roads and 
lauds may be entered; on such survey be- 
ing mndo the lieutenant-governor shall bo 
notified of the fact, and such highway shall 
become the property of the province, and 
no such road shall bo closed up or its direc- 
tion varied, nor shall any part of tho land 
occupied by it be sold or alienated without 
the consent of the governor-general in coun- 
cil, who may authorize any person lo build 
highways, . such person being allowed to 
take possession of any private lands or 
roads and tho timber thereon, as well as to 
take any gravel, timber, stone or other 
materials required for tho construction of 
any bridge or highway, and also to enter 
upon any lands for the purpose of cutting 
any drains that may be thought necessary.

Toronto, Out., April 17. —The citizens 
have been stupidly hoaxed by tho publi- 
cation this morning in tho News of 
Oeorge Washington's memorable farewell 
address, slightly altered and purporting 
to bo the furewoll address of Sir John 
Macdonald. It is dated Ottawa, April 
16th, and takes uptivo columns. It is 
unnecessary to Say that it croated a sen- 
sation hero, which, however, quickly sub- 
sided when its truo nature became known. 

A BAD KFl'ECT. 

Tho secret of tho News' hoax about the 
resignation of Sir John enmo out this af- 
ternoon. Cable dispatches were for- 
wardod to London, England, from this 
city this morning, confirming tho report. 
In conssquence it has greatly depressed 
Canada Bet arities. At 2:30 this after- 
noon the following cablo was received 
from London: 

"All Canadian socuritioa dropped "0 to 
50 per cent, on confirmation of Sir John 
Macdonald'a resignation." 

The originators of the hoax, it is be- 
lieved, are Toronto stroet brokers, whoso 
object waa the depressing of Canadian 
Northwest land and Canadian Paoific 
shares. Scoros of tolegrams were re- 
ceived here to-day from leading men in 
Ottawa, saying that there is not one word 
of truth in tho News' statements.

VnrtK, April 25. — llorald'n Paris 
Tho over-zealous Catholic, M. 
Drnraont, bus luade a great sensation by 
trying to raise a French anti-Semitic cru- 
sade. Ho pitches into tho Israelites from 
Abraham down to the modern theatre ticket 
brokers on the boulevards. Druruout's fire- 
brand has, however, overshot the mark, and 
raised tho ire of Gentiles as well as Jews. 
Everybody is furious with him, from tho 
Archbishop of Paris, whose name ho in- 
voked in vain, to the most shrieking atheist. 
It is needless to say thut Druniont has a 
scor^ of duels on his hands, was 
wounded i>i uis first duel by Charles Laur- 
ent, editor of the Journal de Paris, aud his 
next encounter was with Arthur Meyer, the 
witty and discerning director ol theGaulois, 
which came off at St. Cloud. Druniont 
received a deep wound in the loft thigh.

The Late Mr Rothschild.— Further 
details regarding the death of the late D.

It was lying; proetrate, face downward, 
with an American bulldog piBtol under- 
neath the breaBt.

A largely attended tea meeting was 
held last night in the basement of the 
Methodist church, in honor of the visit- 
ing ministers from other districts.

Ho 
reminded them that speoial revival ser- 
vices would be held at 9 o'clock this 
(Wednesday) morning, and again at noon, 
at which hour he specially requested the 
attendance of business men to join in 
half an hour's intercession at the throne 
of grace; while at 7 o'clock in. tho even- 
ing a Bhort open-air service would be 
held at tho junction of Government and 
Yates streets, which would be resumed 
at 8 o'clock in the church itaelf, when a 
Bormon would be preaohed by the Rev. Mr. 
Watson. Such would be the outline foreaeh 
day, and how much would be got out of it 
depended on tho capacity of eaoh for npirit- 
ual conversion or improvement — upon just 
how much faith they had— for as their faith 
ho should their works be. 

At tho conclusion of an anthem by tho 
choir, which followed, the Rev. Mr. Hull, 
from Vanouvor, addressed a fow words to 
the meetiug, speaking of the duties of a 
Christian, tho progress of the church in hia 
district, and tho determination that iU 
voioe should be raised in protest against any 
and all forma of sin that might exist or 
spring up in the city of his district. Suc- 
ceeding tho reverend speaker was a solo by 
Mrs. D. Robson, who with enunciation so 
distinct that all could distinguish every 
word that she uttered, sang in a voioe of 
great compass, and in clear and sweetly 
musical tones, "The Child of a King. " 
Continued demands for an encoro tho lady 
was compelled to decline, being slightly in- 
disposed. 

Rov. Mr. Watson rose amidst loud ap- 
plause, and addressing those present spoke 
of the pleasure it gave him to see their 
faces again.

God 
had given thorn great diversity of gifts, 
and they had in their physical and men- 
tal constitution those peculiar phases of 
temperament to onable thorn t.) fill tho 
positions which He had marked out for 
them in life. He also reminded them 
that the pardon of their sins was but tho 
first stage of convaleaconco towards reli- 
gious health; they must go on striving to 
reach as near as they cuuld tho perfec- 
tion of the Divine Master. He urged 
them to tat their lives bo an examplo to 
nil mon, saying he could mention to thom 
very many excellent things about the 
good people of Now Westminster, but 
had not time that night.

Medical Council. 

The eleotion of practitioners aa mem- 
bers of tho counoil, under the British 
Columbia Medical Act, 1860, waa de- 
clared yosterday by Mr. T. Elwyn (the 
registrar under tho ordinance) to be as 
follows: Drs. C. N. Trew, J. W. Pow- 
ell, J. O. Davie, D. Cluneas, G. L. Milne, 
S. J. Tunstall and L R. Mclnnea. The 
members of this council are "required by 
tho act to chooso from among'themaelves 
within seven days after thuir election a 
president, treasurer, registrar and secre- 
tary, and whenever a vacancy occurs in 
any of such offices, to elect one of the 
persons registered, or other person quali- 
fied for eleotion under the act. Only 
those persons whose names are on the 
register will be permitted to practice in 
the province; and before any person can 
be so admitted he will have to produce, 
from any college or school of medicino 
and surgory requiring a three years' 
course of Btudy, a diploma of qualifica- 
tion, and will also have to furnish satis- 
factory proof of identification and pasa 
before tho members thereof, or such of 
them ub may be .-.ppo : nted for the pur- 
pose, a satisfactory examination touching 
his fitness and capacity to act as a sur- 
geon.

Archbishop Scgliers' Lecture. 

The Theatre Comiquo waa packed to 
tho doors last evening on the occaBiou of 
His Grace Archbishop Seghera' lecture en- 
titled "Leaven from a Missionary's Diary." 
Previous to the lecture some of the young- 
er membors of the Cathedral congregation 
gave a short entertainment, which includ- 
ed a piano duet, "The Sunbeam," by 
Misses M. J. Campbell and Grace MoNift'o, 
and a side-splitting farce entitled "Thirty 
Minutes for Refreshments." The musical 
portion of the entertainment elicited much 
favorable comment, whilu tho farce put 
tho largo audience in the beat of good hu- 
mor. While all the parts were well taken 
William McNiffo, the colored servant, sus- 
tained the negro character moat creditably; 
in fact he would put many professionals, 
to the blush, " Polly ," (Miss M. J. Camp- 
bell) tho waiting maid of the 'Squimalt 
hotel, played tho role most acceptably, as 
did Miss Graco McNitfu that of "Arabella 
Peppor,"und Miss M.Tierney that of"Mrn. 
Foxtor," but where all did so well it 
would bo invidious to furthor particular- 
ize. Mayor Fell, who with Fathers Van 
Wevel, Jorcksau, Mandart and Verboke 
occupied seats on tho platform, introduc- 
ed tho lecturer as follows : " It afforded 
him," he said, "great pleasure to act as. 
chairman of the mooting. Ho was at homo 
on this occasion ; he was always at homo 
whore his fellow mon were met together. 
He belioved in harmony, and that we 
should ondeavor to elevate our fellow 
mon." He passed a high eulogy on tho 
archbishop, whom he had known 
for years ; whoso goodness was known 
of all mon. Tho subject of his graco's 
locturo was a wilderness now, but it would 
not always bo such. To such pioneers as 
hia grace was the colonization of such a 
country due — the world owes thom many 
thanks. Ho believed ono of the groat 
changes of the future would be the eman- 
cipation of old Ireland. She had his best 
wishes, and he trusted t'lat misrule in 
Ireland was now at an ond. Archbishop 
Seghera on being introduced was reoeived 
with long continued applause. He thanked 
tho mayor for his kind words in behalf of 
Erin with which the whole world is in 
sympathy. "A fow years ago this waa 
an exclusively Indian country," ho said, 
"bo recent had been the Indian sovereignty 
that many in the audience doubtless had 
seen them darting their li«ht canoes over 
tho placid surface of some inland lake. 
While pagan Indiana die out, thoso who ' 
have embraced tho faith increase. This! 
is soon as well in America as in our own j 
country. Thoso wanderors, the gjqjsies I 
of England, the Bohemians of France, j 
the East Indian Btrollors, have almost (j 
passed away, and of thoir history wo 
know little. To keep fresh somo memory 
of the Indian tribes was tho object 
of thiB lecture. He had recently visited 
that terra iwujgiiita, the west coast of 
Vancouver Island, North of the Fucca 
Straits there is an Indian tribe, some *t,- 
000 in number, divided into twoniy-two 
villagos, the inhabitants of which all speak 
tho same language. In 18(19 tho "John 
Bright" was wrecked on tho went coast of 
the island, lt was said the crew was kill- 
ed by Indiana, and two of them were exe- 
cuted for tho crime, It has since been 
discovered that no murder was committed 
on that occasion; that tho mon were not 
guilty. The men wore certainly found on 
tho seashuro with their heads sovorod from 
thoir bodies, but thiB fact-, it has boen 
found, was due to the action of the water 
in that locality. Ill 187-1 hn visited all 
tho Indians on the west side, and waa well 
rocoivod everywhere. He, and tho prioat 
who accompanied him, baptized 900 chil- 
dren und converted many adults. In ihe 
some year ho, with Father Brabant, visit- 
ed the west coast in a onnoe, and the 
priest thou began the work of christianiz- 
ing the Indians. There wore only a fow 
white people there, and in a letter subse- 
quently written Father Brabant (who had 
a boautiful white Newfoundland dog) 
said that "he and his dog wore the only 
whito people in the country. " Ho referred 
to tho disease that spread among the In- 
dians in October, 1875, which resulted in 
an attempt to take the priest's life. He 
showed a paper covered with blood, sent 
him by Father Brabant, which detailed the 
attempt made mi his lifo by the chiof, 
who runaway, the subsequent kindness of 
tho Indians, and his devoting his all in tho 
country to tho diocese. His visit to Father 
Brabant in u man-of-war, his return to 
Victoria with tho priest, who subsequently 
recoverod and returned to his charge, whore 
he still Is, were related lit length. The In- 
dian languages wore then touched on, each 
different in all respects fram the other, not 
so much alike, in .'act, uh the English and 
French, or tho English and Spanish. 
An illustration was given of tho manner in 
whioh tho various tribos made tho sign of 
tho cross, each entirely different from the 
other. Tho syntax of the language was 
discussed fully, und must bare been n reve- 
lation to many present. Tho system of 
numbers was given to rIiow tho groat labor 
required on the part of the missionaries in 
order to learn the Indian language. Tho 
lecturer then briefly outlined the civil or- 



entertainment was brought to a close by 
a laughable farce, entitled "Wanted, a 
Male Cook," which abounded in happy 
local hits and allusions, which wore 
heartily relished by tho audience. 

The proceeds of the entertainment, 
which must have been very largo, will be 
devoted to furnishing the new archi- 
episcopal residence.

The communion rail and organ 
were freighted with fostooniuirs of many- 
hued florals, while the rostrum was stud- 
dod whito handsome vases filled with ele- 
gant bouquets. Within the communion 
rail stood a fragile table support, con- 
taining only a largo basin encircled with 
dusters of different petals, in the center 
of which rose a tall glaas vase bearing 
many of nature's choicest colors. Before 
tho pulpit, and attached to it was a green- 
leaved cross in which whito and crimson 
flowors, placed together at regular inter- 
vals, shone like little gems. Behind, on 
tho wall of tho church, was an ivy cross 
enlivened with white racemes with a 
floral crescent on ono side and on the 
other an anchor, the whole surmounted 
with the motto "Christ is Kisen. 

The effect upon entering tho church 
was very pleasing indeed, while tho fra- 
grance of sweet flowors filled tho air, re- 
calling by thoir association tho tender 
memories of many a happy Easter morn 
in by-gone years.

For sever- 
al months her diet is salt fish, and it 
is a dreadful thing to look longingly on 
cabs or oysters. Many more are the 
trials through which sho has to pass, and 
for each there is a reason. The '"medi- 
cineman" becomes a professional through 
superstition. A droam, an encou.^pr 
with an evil spirit and the like, make him 
a doctor, and tho casting out of spirits iB 
his peculiar business. The Indians in- 
voke and speak to tho salmon and the 
seal and this rests on thoir idea of the 
origin of man. Ono of the Indian tradi- 
tions ib that man in the beginning wnB 
baked in an oven; the first camo out not 
baked enough, and ho was a was a whito 
man; tho aecond- was too much baked, 
and he was a black man, and the third 
was baked neither too much or too littlo, 
and ho was a red man. Tho music of tho 
Indians wan then fully explained, the 
lecturer singing several hyms and songs 
in tho language, which were much en- 
joyed by the audience. The music was de- 
lightfully catching, and two songs, writ- 
ten by hia grace himself while traveling 
with a tribe some years ago, showed somo 
traces of the operotic. Several songs of 
the Yukon IndianB v/ere also sung by ro- 
quost, two being songs without 
words, and one a duath wail. 
These wore heartily nppreoiatod by tho 
audience which. waa loud in ita applause.

Frightened by Nihilists. 

St. Petersburg, April 15. — It is 
said that the Czar has given up his idea 
of visiting Odessa in consequence of 
the arguments of General Von Eoop, 
the Governor of Odessa, ag'iitiBt the 
Emperor exposing himself to danger, 
The General admitted the presence in 
his jurisdiction of large numbers of 
Nihilists, and explained that it was al- 
most impossible for him to suppress 
them or to keep the suspected parties 
under proper surveillance, "especially," 
he added, "when the fidelity of the 
police itself is not above suspicion." 

Montreal, April 19. — The fluod ap- 
pears to be slowly abating, and tho con- 
dition in thia city has not materially 
changed. From Mount Royal away to 
the Bouthwest acrosa tho rivor tho village 
of La Prairio ia Been apparently com- 
pletely surrounded by water.

It ia proposed to de- 
vote 84,000,000 to raising tho level of the 
low lying districts of the city and en- 
larging the present, revetment wall.
